There'll be no 14,000,000-case corn pack this season. 


The newest scheme for preventing food commis- 
sioners from using their bulletins to advertise prod- 
ucts as impure or otherwise illegal is to ask the courts 
to enjoin them. A Philadelphia concern manufactur- 
ing stock food recently instituted proceedings against 
Commissioner Bird of Michigan to restrain him from 
making reference to its product in bulletins issued by 
his department.

Prepared or preserved vegetables to the value of 
$1,435,953 were imported into the United States dur- 
ing the twelve months ending June, 1906, an increase 
of over $100,000 as compared with previous years. 
During the same time there were imported pickles 
and sauces to the value of $706,050.

Chicago newspapers made much over some canned 
fish which Chief Food Inspector Murray declared had 
been in cold storage for three years. He also said in 
regard to his “discovery,” that “I consider a limit of 
time should be placed on canned fish, fruit and vege- 
tables in the wholesale houses. I am convinced that 
canned goods kept so long are not fit for consumption.” 
Inspector Murray is “convinced” notwithstanding that 
it has been proven a score of times that age does not 
injure the quality of properly processed canned food, 
though of course he doesn’t know this. He doesn’t 
know much about canned goods anyway; but in his 
zeal to impress the taxpayers-of Chicago that his job 
is not a joke he can be convinced of almost anything 
that helps him to keep the pot of notoriety boiling.

The weekly surveys by the commercial agencies 
show a highly satisfactory state of trade throughout 
the United States. Dun’s general review says: “The 
most important development in the business world was 
the increased activity of jobbing and wholesale devel- 
opments in preparing for autumn and winter require- 
ments. Harvest and thrashing returns are surpassing 
all but the most sanguine expectations.” Bradstreet’s 
report says: “Fall trade has opened actively the first 
rush of house buyers being noted at all large centers 
east and west. Heavy rains have affected some lines 
of retail trade at the west checked spring wheat cut- 
ting at some points and injured the quality rather than 
the quantity of winter wheat in stock. But on the 
other hand needed moisture has been received by corn. 
Cotton has been improved by the cessation of heavy 
rains in the south Atlantic states.” Dun’s report 
on commercial conditions in the Chicago district says: 
“The aggregate of new demands in the leading manu- 
facturing branches sustains favorable deductions as to 
future activity. The government crop report presents 
no discouragement to the industries as, in addition 
to substantial gain in the quantity of wheat, the re- 
cent rains have materially revived corn in Illinois.”

OME interesting figures showing quantities of 

canned and cured fruits and vegetables ex- 
ported from the United States during the 
twelve months ending June, 1906, as com- 
pared with the same period of the previous year and of 
the twelve months ending June, 1904, are given in 
the latest summary of the Foreign Commerce of the 
United States, published by the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

It is shown that exports of canned salmon during 
the twelve months ended June, 1906, were valued at 
$3,847,943 while exports in the same period of the 
preceding year reached a total value of $3,035,469, 
against $5.224,598 worth of canned salmon exported 
during the twelve months ended June, 1904. Exports 
of canned fish other than salmon and sheli fish amount- 
ed in value to $187,711 in the twelve months ended 
June, 1906, a gain of about $75,000 over the previous 
year. 

’ Exports of canned vegetables from this country dur- 
ing the period first mentioned were valued at $615,739. 
This was about $80,000 greater than the value of the 
canned vegetables exported during the twelve months 
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Canned Goods Exports Compared. 


ended June, 1905, though it showed a decline in the 
value of exports since the twelve months ended June, 
1904, during which period we shipped abroad canned 
vegetables to the value of $719,580. While our for- 
eign trade in some lines of canned vegetables has in- 
creased at a fairly satisfactory rate during the last 
several years, this trade as a whole has made little or 
no progress, and will not unless conditions change very 
materially, or unless a determined effort to increase 
the foreign demand for American canned vegetables 
is made. 

The export business in American canned fruits con- 
tinues to easily distance the business we do abroad in 
canned vegetables. We shipped from this country, 
for instance, during the twelve months ended June, 
1906, canned fruits to the value of $2,348,068, though 
even this total is small as compared with the figures 
representing the values of dried fruits exported during 
the same period. For example, the total value of our 
dried apple exports during the twelve months ended 
June, 1906, was $2,044,820. Exports of apricots dur- 
ing this time were valued at $1,325,422; peaches, 
$110,407; prunes, $1,410,636; raisins, $305,768. 





The Activity of 


HICAGO newspapers are filling columns with 
accounts of the doings of the local food offi- 
cial, clammily known as “Fish” Murray, who 
has distinguished himself by condemning a 
quantity of alleged spoiled canned goods found on the 
premises of a wholesale grocery concern which has 
long enjoyed the highest reputation for honorable 
business methods. Because of this “find,” Inspector 
Murray is reported to be planning “one of the most 
sweeping investigations of food conditions ever con- 
ducted in Chicago.” Mr. Murray also announces his 
intention to arrest the grocery jobbers of this city 
who fail to do just so, according to his wishes, and 
promises to wreak vengeance upon those who fail to 
notify him whenever they have swells among their 
goods. 

THe CANNER will not defend the practice of “re- 
processing’ swelled canned goods, but we condemn 
as a gross injustice the advertising of reputable job- 
bers as people who willfully deceive by selling goods 
of this class to consumers. The grocers do not them- 
selves do the “reprocessing,” and, in fact, as they in- 
formed the City Health Department, the swelled 
goods found by Inspector Murray were already con- 
demned and set aside so as not to go out to the retail 
trade in the regular course of business. It is right 
for the Health Department to take all necessary steps 
to protect consumers’ health, but in the discharge of 
this duty they inflict heavy pecuniary loss and do a 
grave wrong to unoffending persons when they ad- 
vertise to the four winds that grocery jobbers are reg- 
ularly dealing in spoiled products. 

Inspector Murray’s reported threat to do all kinds 
of things to the jobber who has any swells on hand 
without notifying him promptly, reveals instantly his 
ignorance of the whole subject of canned goods. Chi- 
cago grocery jobbers handle thousands of cases of 
canned goods of many varieties every month in the 
year, and there probably never is a time when they 
could not find at least some swells among their large 
stocks. To keep Mr. Murray constantly informed they

would have to notify him every day. When canned 
goods “bulge” it is because they have not been 
properly processed; in other words, they have not 
been cooked sufficiently ; there has not been thorough 
sterilization, hence if all germ life has not been killed, 
bacteria begin working, which causes the ends of the 
can to bulge slightly. This is faulty processing, or 
cooking, and is not due to any intentional act on the 
part of the packer, as even the most prejudiced person 
would readily believe if he knew that in contracts cov- 
ering the transfer of canned goods from producer to 
wholesaler there is a clause providing that the seller 
shall reimburse the purchaser for all losses occasioned 
by swells occuring within a stipulated period usu- 
ally six months, following date of delivery, which is 
long enough, for if a can doesn’t swell within that 
time, proving that sterilization was complete, it is 
pretty safe to say it never will. 

Public officials should be upheld in the performance 
of their duty, but in discharging their obligations to 
the public there is no call for hurrah methods and 
reckless charges of worse than dishonest practices 
against people of unquestioned character. Neither can 
ignorance be excused, the ignorance that leads a man 
into making such a speech as this, published in a Chicago 
newspaper as the words of Inspector Murray: 

“Too much stuff is being loaded onto Chicago by 
outside packers of canned goods. The majority of 
canned goods nowadays is bulged or swelled. The 
whole business has been abused and it is time that 
there was some reform. The people have been bun- 
coed long enough.” 

Now, in all fairness, was there ever anything more 
absurd than this? How utterly ridiculous it is to say 
that “The majority of canned goods is bulged or 
swelled.” It may not have occurred to Mr. Murray, 


nor to whoever is responsible for him, that it is fully 
as wrong for an offical so sublimely ignorant to go about 
damaging the reputations and business of honest men 
as for the canners to ‘“‘bunco”’ the people, if they were 
doing it.

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Reports indicate that financial difficulty has over- 
taken some Of those who were in the group which en- 
deavored to profit from speculations in tomatoes, and 
which was carly in the deal given the name of the 
“Syndicate.” This i: appears will operate to reduce 
the production of tomatoes, altogether or mainly in 
Maryland, this season, as advices say that some of 
the packers who were involved in the venture lost 
their money and may not be able to open up their can- 
neries at all this summer. The number of those who 
will probably not pack is not known, and it is hardly 
possible as yet to estimate to what extent their retire- 
ment will affect the output. So far as the tomato mar- 
ket is concerned it has not been affected by anything 
that has occurred to the “Syndicate” as a whole or to 
any of its members as individuals. 

The unsold balance of tomatoes owned by the so- 
called “Syndicate,” amounting to nobody knows how 
many cases, though hardly a million, is in the hands of 
a bankers’ committee, which took the situation in 
charge when the syndicate managers gave it up. These 
bankers are said to be amply protected, but there are 
others to be looked after, and for them still another 
committee has been named. In this connection a dis- 
patch from Baltimore says: 

“The note makers who figure in the deal are the various 
large and small packers who constituted the syndicate, and 
who placed the output of their factories into the hands of 
the managers of the syndicate from time to time in carrying 
out the great scheme of campaign. From time to time these 
packers endorsed notes to uphold the syndicate in its efforts, 
and to provide the sinews of war for the management. 

“These notes are widely scattered, and many of them are 
now maturing, with others nearing the same exasperating 
stage. The enforcement of payment will in some instances, 
according to the best authority, embarrass the makers to such 
an extent as to put a stop to their canning operations. 

“It is to avoid such an undesirable culmination of the situ- 
ation that the new committee has been named. To it has 
been turned over the entire matter of settlement of these ob- 
ligations, and it has gotten to work to stave off misfortune 
to the members of the syndicate, which in more than one 
case might mean little less than outright bankruptcy. 

“This new committee consists of James D. Ferguson, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Baltimore; Edward H. 
Thompson, president of the Maryland National Bank, of Bal- 
timore; James R. Wheeler, president of the Commonwealth 
National Bank, of Baltimore; William H. Harlan and Rich- 
ard Dallam of Belair. Edward H. Thompson is secretary 
and treasurer of this committee, and upon him falls the bulk 
of the problem that is cut out for it. 

The plan of operation of this committee is to secure the 
extension of all or as many of the notes as possible. It will 
probably request creditors to deposit their obligations and 
grant the packers time to redeem them. These plans will 
stand a greater chance of success if this committee succeeds 
in cafrying its point of establishing a joint interest in the 
hypothecated canned stock now held by the selling committee 
of bankers.” 

We publish this week a large number of letters, all 
received within the last few days, from corn and to- 
mato packers in both eastern and western states. The 
corn outlook as a whole is good. This much is readily 
seen from the letters mentioned, but a much smaller 
production than was made in 1905 is a moral cer- 
tainty no matter what the yield; the reduction in 
acreage is heavy enough to assure this much. 

Reports from the eastern tomato states show much 
uncertainty concerning the outlook. The crop has un- 
questionably suffered considerable damage from ex- 
cessive rains and their after-effects, and the yield on 

this account will undoubtedly be more or less reduced, 





though there are well posted persons in that section 
of the country who hold that this will be a good thing 
for the business. The letters published in our corre- 
spondence columns this week will give an idea of the 
situation prevailing in the tomato sections of which 
Baltimore is the center. However, we publish por- 
tions of some additional reports received from Balti- 
more the first of the week, as follows: 

“Weather conditions are still unfavorable. Some 
good, sunny weather, not too hot, is wanted. There 
has been almost uninterrupted rain now for a num- 
ber of weeks. While the reports are conflicting, yet it 
looks as though some damage has been done; in some 
sections the damage seems to be very serious. Some 
of the larger peninsula packers are in the market for 
large lots of No. 3 and gallon tomatoes. Quite a num- 
ber of them have withdrawn from the market.” 

“Unfavorable weather conditions continue to pre- 
vail throughout this section, and there is, unfortu- 
nately, good ground for the serious complaints now 
being made by the growers of peaches and tomatoes, 
whose prospects for abundant crops was so very en- 
couraging until recently. Of equal, or doubtless 
greater, consequence to the entire trade would be the 
beneficial effect of such weather on the tomato crop, 
which has just now reached the time when the great- 
est good is to be derived from seasonable weather dur- 
ing the remainder of the season. The receipts, so far, 
of the raw material for canning purposes, while not 
very light, are not up to expectations, and if one is 
asked to express an opinion on the outlook the lean- 
ing must be in the direction of a stronger, if not a 
higher, market. But the season is young yet, and it 
has almost passed into a proverb that tomatoes have 
nine lives, like our feline friends.” 

A report from Aberdeen, Md., is of the same tenor, 
saying that east and south winds continue to prevail, 
with humid atmosphere, hot sunshine after showers 
scalding the vines, which has all had its effect during 
the past few days in bringing about a deterioration 
which such conditions are inclined to propagate. Some 
high ground patches show prospects of a fair crop, 
while low ground patches are reported bare of green 
tomatoes and in many cases almost entirely drowned 
out.” 


Tomatoes— 

Prices on spot tomatoes are the same as they were 
a week ago. There has been no alteration in values 
in the meantime, and no change in the situation that 
has actually changed prices. Demand, to be sure, is 
light at present. Future No. 3 western standards 
continue to be quoted at from 75c to 77'%4c per doz., 
f. o. b. factory, with more holding at 77%c than are 
willing to sell at the figure first mentioned. Reports 
from New York indicate that the reported injury to the 
eastern tomato crop has had a strengthening influ- 
ence upon the value of both spot and future tomatoes. 
It is further reported from New York that no goods 
are offered there below 75c delivered. New Jersey 
spot No. 3 tomatoes are quoted at 82'c for old goods, 
and 8734c to goc, f. o. b. factory, for new. Baltimore 
advices indicate a demand for gallons, which are diffi- 
cult to find. A quantity of gallon standards for 
prompt shipment were quoted at $2.40 per doz., some- 
what later shipment at $2.25 per doz., f.0. b. Futures 
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continue firm at Baltimore for 55c for No. 2 stand-- 
ards, 75¢ for No. 3s. 
Ccorn— 

Corn is steady in price and the feeling is steady, 
notwithstanding that transactions have been few in 
the Chicago market during the week reviewed. Spot 
offerings are made at the same figures as last week. 
There is nothing whatever doing in the local market in 
future western corn. The prices at which 1905 pack- 
ing is offered are the same as have been ruling. The 
tone on corn in New York is reported firmer in ad- 
vices just received. It is also said that the packers 
are not pressing for business. New York state pack- 
ing full standard is 65c to 7oc per doz. Baltimore ad- 
vices indicate a quiet market on corn. A report from 
there says that the acreage in Maryland has been 
heavily reduced as compared with last year, and that 
under the most favorable circumstances the crop will 
be very much lighter. Standard Maine style is quoted 
at 55c, f. o. b. Baltimore, for spot delivery, 57'%c, f. 
o. b. county, for future. 

Peas— 

Peas are, of course, very strong, but this is an old 
story now. Wisconsin packers are making deliveries 
of 1906 peas. The deliveries vary, but it would seem 
that the majority of packers in Wisconsin will not be 
very heavily short on any of the grades; that is, they 
will not be as heavily short as packers in the eastern 
states were on some grades. Peas are reported in ad- 
vices from New York as occupying a firm position, 
though little or no buying, it appears, is being done. 
Freer offerings are reported. Baltimore advices indi- 
cate a better demand, and all grades there are reported 
pretty well reduced in stock. Standard Junes are 
quoted in Baltimore at 95c per doz., sifted, at $1.10, 
extra sifted, $1.25; No. 2 marrowfats, 87Vc. 

Fruits 

The situation on canned fruits continues to gain 
strength. Canners in California are far behind their 
usual average pack for the date, and have almost en- 
tirely withdrawn from the market. There is not a 
cannery in California which to-day has a full assort- 
ment of fruit. The California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation has withdrawn on the bulk of its items. The 
revised list of the Association’s offerings tells the 
tale, requiring no comment. Prices, too, show that in 
addition to the withdrawals, several lines had been ad- 
vanced. Reports from the east (Maryland and Dela- 
ware) show that the heavy rains have damaged the 
peach crop. The growers report the fruit rotting 
badly. Baltimore advices also note heavy demand 
for peaches, quotations on which are as follows:

The estimates vary considerably, 
vet all advices agree on the point of shortage. The 
Behring Sea (Alaska) district is reported 200,000 
cases short of the 1905 pack. The Griffith-Durney 
Co. report the receipt of- a telegram from Puget 
Sound, advising them that sockeyes have stopped run- 
ning, and on this information they estimate this year’s 
pack as compared with last as follows:

“From the foregoing you will see that up to date,” 
continues the circular issued by the Griffith-Durney 
Co., “there is a shortage of over 2,000,000 cases as 
compared with last year. The Columbia river pack 
may be increased a few thousand cases, the Alaska pack

is over, and no chance for an increase; there may be 
a slight increase on the Fraser river and the Puget 
Sound, but not to any great extent. At any rate, we 
predict right now that the entire Pacific coast pack 
of salmon will not exceed 3,000,000 cases. This will 
show a shortage of at least 1,500,000 cases as com- 
pared with last year. Now, remember that this means 
a great deal more than the figures indicate, for the 
reason that a year ago there was a very large carry- 
over on the Pacific coast, estimated at all the way from 
500,000 to 1,000,000 cases. This year there is no 
carry-over whatever.” 
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Prunes for October shipment are reported offered 
during the week in eastern markets as low at 2c 4-size 
hag basis, 50s to gos, inclusive, Santa Claras. 40-50s 
were offered at 2Y%c bag basis. There is not much 
buying in the Chicago market. 

Raisins— . 

Raisins are quiet and there is little alteration in the 
situation. Prospects for the crop continue good. 
Peaches— 

An easier feeling has developed in cured peaches 
and quotations have recently been lowered. A cut in 
the price a short time since had an unsettling effect on 
the market in this line, though prices are being quoted 
now 34c to tc higher than the cut prices referred to. 
Apricots— 

Apricots are quiet. Jobbers are giving them little 
or no attention, though values remain on about the 
same level as last week.

lew days pass without some rain, and about every second or 
third day we have heavy down-pours. ‘These rains, coupled 
with the high temperature, have caused peaches to rot on 
the trees long before they were ready for picking, and the 
crop is being cut down alarmingly. Consternation exists 
among the growers in some sections of the country, as they 
say that from 60 to 80 per cent of their peaches are rotting 
on the trees. This is causing serious disappointment and 
loss, for the growers were anticipating the harvesting of a 
large crop and expected to get fair prices on account of the 
shortage in California, and the light stock of canned peaches 
generally all over the country. What peaches the growers 
are able to pick and ship to market do not carry well on ac- 
count of the bad weather, and therefore have to be sold at 
prices that are by no means satisfactory to the growers. 
When one stops to think that the growers have bought bas- 
kets, engaged pickers and made other preparations for hand- 
ling their crop, and now are brought face to face with the 
fact that where they expected to get 100 baskets they may 
only get 25 to 40, the seriousness of the changed condition 
is made very apparent. 

The canned peach market is very firm, and in fact prices 
are advancing. Some packers are refusing to enter any more 
business, being already oversold, and they prefer to wait 
awhile before selling any more. 

The continued rains are also doing very much damage to 
the tomato patches. The opinion all over this section is uni- 
form as to the fact of serious injury having been caused by 
the wet weather. Opinions, however, differ very widely as 
to the probable effect on the market. Some well posted men 
say that the cutting down of the yield will be a blessing in 
disguise to the packing business, as it will prevent a further 
slump, which they claim was bound to have come had there 
been a full pack this. year. Other people say that the pack 
will be so short that we will have a repetition of last year, 
when packers paid from 60 to 8oc per bushel in Baltimore 
for tomatoes, and a general scramble for raw stock took 
place. This class of men say that even had the syndicate not 
operated last year, the shortage in the pack would have made 
a high market, and they claim that we shall have a very mucli 
higher market before the first of January. 

At present there is very little change in the price of the 

. canned article, as good quality No. 3 Standard Tomatoes of 
new packing can be bought at 75c, and some not quite so 
good at 72%c. The committee controlling the combination’s 
unsold stock is said to have taken on a little more encour- 
agement from the weather conditions, and are expecting to 
get more for the goods than seemed likely a week or two 
ago. One man’s guess is as good as another’s just at this 
time, as everything depends on the weather from now on. 
If we have another week or two of these heavy rains, and 
then an early fall, we shall undoubtedly have a much higher 
tomato market at the close of the packing season than is ex- 
isting to-day. 

One feature that may have a good deal of effect on the 
tomato pack is the fact that quite a number of Harford coun- 
ty packers who were interested in the big tomato speculation 
may find it impossible to pack as many goods this coming 
season as they anticipated doing, and this will curtail the 
aggregate pack of the famous Harford county. Much discus- 
sion is going on in our local papers as to where the syndi- 
cate made its mistake and failed to market its holdings. Of 
ccurse there are many people very wise now, who, to hear 
them talk, would have done very differently had they been 
controlling the combine’s operations. Certainly no one is in 
a better position to see where the wrong move was made 
than those people who were managing the syndicate’s affairs, 
and perhaps many of these outsiders would not or could not 


have done any better had they been in the place of those wh, 
were conducting the big holders’ operations. The disastroy, 
outcome has certainly proved one thing, and that is that the 
packers (and in this instance the speculators took the Dlace 
of the packers) cannot get along without the co-operatig, 
of the jobbers and brokers. Had this block of tomatoes hee, 
sold to a combination of jobbers in February, even at $14) 
they would all have been distributed to the retailers, and pro}, 
ably consumed by this time, but when the jobbers did ng 
push the goods, it was proved that the so-called syndicate 
could not distribute its holdings. The average broker ag, 
did not get a chance to put in his work, and that in itsej 
helped to curtail the avenues of distribution.  Continy 
pushing by jobbers and brokers helps to distribtite any line o 
goods. Both brokers and jobbers have been jumped on x 
various times by packers individually and in convention, by 
after all, speaking generally, they are the best friends th 
packers have. Many packers could not run their business 
to anything like the extent they do if the jobbers were ny 
willing to take in big blocks of the various lines of goog 
during packing season, and then wait several months for the 
demand from the retailer to come to them. Take peas, ber. 
ries and pineapples, for instance. These goods are packed 
in May and June, and jobbers take along the goods as they 
are packed, frequently, however, waiting themselves until the 
fall and winter before they can ship them out to their trade 
In my judgment, therefore, the main reason for the syndicate 
not being able to sell its tomatoes was the fact that the job- 
bers did not push the goods. 

General business has been very active during the week, par- 
ticularly for peas, apples, pears, sauerkraut and sweet pote 
toes. The demand for apples at 72%4c and 75c per dozen for 
No. 3 cans for spot shipment is quite heavy, and the market 
for later delivery is higher than it was, being now 67%c and 
7oc. New sauerkraut is being offered at 72'%c and 75¢, and 
the demand is good. Sweet potatoes are firm at 75c to 77%¢. 
Small fruits are also in good demand, and this market bids 
fair to be entirely cleaned up before the close of lake and rail 
navigation, which will be about November tsth.

Epitor CANNER: Nothing doing in the canned fruit line, 
The California Fruit Canners’ association, under date of July 
28th, issued a new list and are offering as follows: A full 
line of apples; of apricots, only extra standards and standards 
at opening list prices; no peeled or sliced apricots, and no 
cherries of any variety or grade; grapes, full assortment; 
peaches, higl grades down to standards inclusive, excepting 
no standard gallons (no lower grades), with price advanced 
on extra standards to $1.55 and standards to $1.45; no offer- 
ings of lemon cling peaches except seconds at $1.40, extra 
standards at $2.00, an advance of 20c, and extra standard 
gallons at $6.00; no sliced clings; white heaths, extra stand- 
ards, second and water 2% Ib. goods, at opening price; a 
full line of pears and plums; no berries. 

While other canners’ assortments may vary slightly, it may 
be taken for granted that other canners are in exactly the 
same shape as the association, as a very large amount of 
business has been taken in a very short time. During the 
last week order after order has been submitted to various 
canners and promptly turned down. Brokers have wired 
from one canner to another to fill assortment and have been 
unable to do so. The market is entirely bare of cherries and 
extremely short on apricots, the lower and higher grades 
being entirely sold out and only a few of the intermediate 
grades being offered. We predicted two or three weeks ago 
that jobbers would make a mistake unless they placed their 
orders at once, and our prediction has been fully realized. 
There will be absolutely no possibility on the part of many 
of the canners of filling their orders in full on cherries, apri- 
cots, or cling peaches, and there is some question on the yel- 
low Crawford peaches. Such being the case, there will be 
no carry-over whatever of fruits this season in the canners’ 
hands. If the jobbing trade have not yet filled their wants 
it will be well for them to go in for the small remaining 
quantities left in the hands of a few canners, as, if there is 
any surplus whatever in the hands of any canner who was 
fortunate enough not to overload with future business, they 
will be procured only at a sharp advance on the opening price. 

Fruits are coming in very slowly and most of the canners 
in the state have been lying idle for two or three weeks. It 
is only within the last two or three days that the pears have 
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begun to keep them busy. The cool weather has held back 
the ripening the cling peaches and the Muirs, and pears, 
dings and Murs will be in evidence at the same time, so 
canners will ve to pick their shorts to pack, and pass the

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First Draft of New Food Regulations. 
Washington dispatches say that Mr. Gerry has for- 
Dr. W. H. Wiley of the Department of 
\oriculture the first draft of the regulations for en- 
forcing the new national food law, so far as they re- 
ate to the work of the treasury department. Mr. Ger- 
Is very largely with the conditions under 
yhich foodstuffs can be imported under the new law, 
either for use in connection with domestic preparations 
or separately for sale in the American market.

Dr. Wiley’s contribution to the regulations is not 
complete as yet, and will be considerably more elab- 
orate than that of either of the other men. It will 
be finished by August 27th, when it it hoped to have 
4 meeting of the members of the Commission. 

The Commission has decided to grant public hear- 
ings to food manufacturers who want to present their 
views as to the necessary regulations. These hear- 
ings will be held at the Department of Agriculture 
from September 17th to September 28th, at which the 
manufacturers will be invited to express their views 
on the subject of the proper regulations. 

Problems connected with the enforcement of the 
new law will be discussed and the members of the 
pure food board expect to get many practical sugges- 
tions from the hearings. The hearings will be di- 
vided into groups. Such questions as what consti- 
tutes an original package and an export package, 
favoring, coloring, harmful and harmless adulterants 
will be taken up. 





Death of J. Langrall.

Factories at MANITOWOC, WISCONSIN 
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Baltimore Canned Goods Exchange Counsel 
Explains National Food Law. 

The counsel for the Baltimore Canned Goods Ex- 
change, John C. Rose, in an opinion just submitted to 
the members analyzes such portions of the new na- 
tionai nure food act as are interesting to packers of 
canned goods, as follows: 

Put briefly, the law intends to prevent all foreign or inter- 
state commerce in articles which are offered for sale for what 
they are not, and to prohibit all interstate commerce in arti- 
cles which contain any substance poisonous or detrimental or 
injurious to health; and in the case of confectionery any which 
contain any vinous, malt or spirituous liquor or compound or 
narcotic drug. It follows, therefore, that in confectionery no 
vinous, malt or spirituous liquor or compound of any narcotic 
drug, or any of the substances, such as terra alba, etc., spe- 
cifically named in section 7, may be used at all if the goods 
are intended for interstate or foreign commerce. 

No food intended for interstate commerce can contain any 
added poisonous or added deleterious ingredient which may 
render such article injurious to health. There is no attempt 
in the law to define what is a poisonous ingredient or what 
ingredients are deleterious to, health, except in so far as in 
the case of confectionery the use of certain named ingredi- 
ents is specifically prohibited. The proviso to the fifth sub- 
section indicates at least that the use of certain preserva- 
tives are forbidden when they do not come under the terms 
of such proviso. I assume that whether any particular article 
of food does contain any added poisonous or other added del- 
eterious ingredients is a question of fact to be tried out in 
each case, and it will be for the jury to say whether what is 
added is poisonous or deleterious. Obviously, however, it will 
be good business policy to refrain from adding anything which 
any reasonable man can regard as poisonous or injurious to 
health, even though the packer adding the ingredient may him 
self be satisfied that in the proportions he is actually using it 
it can have no appreciable effect upon health. Criminal pros 
ecutions are unpleasant and may be expensive. The notori- 
ety given them by the newspapers is not likely to be of advan- 
tage to the firm or individual charged with the offense. 
Moreover, the liability to seizure imposed by Section 10 is one 
that might be costly and damaging to the business of any 
packer whose goods were so seized. In my judgment, there- 
fore, no packer will be well advised who uses anything that 
he has reason to believe any reasonable people, even though 
they be extremists on the subject, will regard as injurious to 
health, unless, first, he is absolutely certain that he can show 
that such people, reasonable or otherwise, are wrong, and, sec- 
ond, that the use of such things are absolutely essential to the 
profitable carrying on of his business, and that it will be bet- 
ter business policy to risk an indictment and the seizure of his 
goods rather than to forego the use. 

Among the classes of adulterations particularly specified in 
the Act the one which probably will be found most to concern 
the canned goods trade is the fourth, which declares that any 
article is adulterated if it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated 
or stained in a manner whereby damage or inferiority is con- 
cealed. Take, for example, the practice, which I judge has 
been general, of coloring tomatoes to conceal the fact that 
the whole or some part of the contents of 2 can were green 
when packed. I do not think that there can be any question 
that such coloring is an adulteration within the meaning of 


the act. Such a practice was by the gentleman in Charge of 
the bill in the House, Mr. Mann oi Illinois, so described. He 
had exhibited to the House a bottle of red cherries. These 
cherries had been originally picked green in order that the 
might be firm. The green color had been taken out With 
acid until they were perfectly white and then they were col. 
ored with aniline dye. Mr. Mann said the aniline dye Was a 
deleterious substance and its use was prohibited as such, anj 
secondly, it was added to conceal the inferiority of the article 
and as such it was prohibited. (Congressional Record, Voi 
40, page 9,785.) si

wholly or partially green, color them red with a harmles; 
coloring matter and put upon the can the statement that q 
small quantity of coloring had been used. Whether or no 
the goods could or could not be sold with such statement op 
the label, provided it was so displayed that the ordinary cys. 
tomer would notice it, I do not know. Clearly, if it were pyt 
on the package in such way that the ordinary ys. 
tomer would not notice it, it would be no protection to the 
packer. I am inclined to think that where the coloring mgt. 
ter is used for the purposes of concealing inferiority the fag 
that a statement appeared upon the label that some coloring 
matter had been used, without stating the reasons for jt; 
use, would make the goods adulterated within the meaning of 
this act. 

I, therefore, very strongly advise against the use of such 
coloring matter. 

Any packer will feel entirely certain he has not misbranded 
his goods when he, in point of fact, has nothing on the label 
which tends to make a customer think that the goods are 
either in kind, grade, quantity, quality, place of packing or per. 
son by whom packed different from what they in fact are, If 
every member of your exchange were now preparing his ],- 
bels and brands for the first time there would be neither dif- 
ficulty nor embarrassment in complying in full measure with 
the law both in its letter and spirit. Such difficulties as mem- 
bers of the exchange are likely to have arise out of the fact 
that perhaps some of them have built up a valuable trade in 
certain brands of goods, the labels of which have long ceased 
to be in all respects strictly truthful statements of the present 
conditions. The packer may naturally hesitate materially to 
change a label, that is to say, a brand, for which there is a 
large demand because he will feel uncertain as to what effect 
upon his trade such change may have. In such case I ney- 
ertheless advise that he take from the label everything which 
is in the slightest degree calculated to deceive. In the long 
run I believe this will be the best business policy. Sooner or 
later such deceptive brand will have to be abandoned and the 
loss will then have to be incurred. When such abandonment 
has to be made all the labor which has meanwhile been de- 
voted to the exploiting of that particular brand will be so 
much wasted energy. It will be true economy of effort and 
expense to begin at once to build up the reputation of brands, 
the right to use which can never be questioned. In most 
cases I believe that changes can be made in the labels which 
will preserve the greater part, if not all, of the value they now 
have, and yet which will make them conform strictly to the 
law. I suggest that if any members of the exchange are 
themselves puzzled as to what changes they should make to 
accomplish these objects, it will be wise for them to consult 
their individual counsel. 

Another matter in which the members of the exchange are 
specially int: rested is the provision of the ninth section, which 
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tects a dealct from prosecution under the act when he can 
Pe blish a guarantee signed by the wholesale jobber, manu- 
— oe or other party residing in the United States from 
oo he purchased such articles to the effect that the same 
. “or aduiterated or misbranded within the meaning of the 
vd ndesignatit g it. Said guarantee to afford protection must 
pen the name and address of the party or parties making 
a sale of such articles to such dealer. The members ot 
your exchange as the manufacturers and jobbers of canned 
goods will frequently be called on to give such guarantee. I 
append heret: the form of guarantee. You will notice that 
this guarantee 1s very short and is worded in the language of 
the statute. I believe this form to be the safest and best. 

There may possibly arise a question whether a guarantee 
can be given generally to cover future transactions. Possibly 
prudent purchasers may insist on a guarantee with each in- 
yoice. If so, the form of guarantee could easily be printed 
on your billheads or invoices, ; 

It may be of interest to note that where goods are intendea 
for export it will be sufficient if they comply with the direc. 
tions of the purchaser and the Jaw of the foreign country to 
which they are to be exported. They need not comply with 
the terms of our law, but if such goods shall for any reason 
fail to be exported they cannot be made a subject of inter- 
state commerce in this country without their becoming sub- 
iect to the provisions of the act. ; ‘ 
“ Your members are very much interested as to how far this 
act will affect the pure food laws of the various states. The 
law of congress does not and cannot in any wise limit the 
power of the states to regulate and control ordinary trade 
carried on within the bounds of that state. In other words, a 
grocer in North Dakota selling a can of tomatoes out of the 
original case to a customer in North Dakota is liable to the 
North Dakota pure food law. On the other hand, it is en- 
tirely clear that goods which comply with the provisions of the 
federal pure food law can be lawfully taken into Dakota and 
there can probably be lawfully sold in their original packages 
without the state of North Dakota being able to forbid such 
sale. So long as the goods are articles of interstate commerce, 
that is to say so long as interstate commerce in any particu- 
lar lot of goods is going on, those goods are subject to the 
provisions of the federal law. When the interstate commerce 


with reference to any particular lot of goods ceases then it 
is clear that the goods become in all respects subject to the 
state laws. In particular cases it may not always be easy to 
say whether goods have or have not at any special time ceased 
to be articles of interstate commerce. I do not think it at the 
moment worth while to review all the decisions on this nice 
and interestng question because for business reasons I believe 
that you will have to put up your goods so as to comply with 
the laws of those states in which you expect to sell them. A 
grocer in North Dakota will not buy your goods if he can- 
not sell them at retail in the ordinary course of trade to his 
customers without the risk of being fined and going to jail, 
and, consequently, he will buy no goods that are not put up 
in such manner as will protect him when he comes to sell 
them. It is very much to be hoped, and I think it is reason- 
ably to be expected, that most, if not all, the states, will 
speedily conform their laws to the federal laws so that trade 
and commerce will no longer be embarrassed by the neces- 
sity of complying with the more or less varying enactments of 
some forty-six different states. Until the state legislatures 
have had a chance to deal with this problem, the only safe 
business plan apparently will be for each member of the ex- 
change to put up his goods in such manner as will comply 
with the laws of those states in which they are likely to be 
ultimately consumed. 

The act makes it the duty of the secretaries of the treas- 
ury, of agriculture and of commerce and labor to prepare 
rules and regulations for carrying out the act. It is probable 
that many interesting questions will arise when those regula- 
tions have been prepared and promulgated, but until they are 
it is useless to attempt to speculate what that form will be. 

Doubtless very many other questions under this law will 
arise. I shall be very glad from time to time to give you my 
best judgment on any of them upon which you may ask for it. 

I have endeavored in this opinion to analyze the law in such 
manner as to make its provisions easily rememberable, and to 
consider a few questions which from the discussion which I 
had the pleasure of listening to at the last meeting of the 
exchange are those of the most present interest and impor- 
tance to its members.

Canned Goods.

Jemned a lot of canned goods which, it was asserted, 
yere “bulged,” and which, it was charged, the own- 
ers desired to reprocess and sell. 

The City Health Department refused to confer 
with R. A. Keyes, of franklin MacVeagh & Co., and 
who was supp¢ sed to represent the other gr cery job- 
hers of Chicago. Dr. Biehn of the Health Department 
‘- cid to have-taughed at the idea of a conference. 
“There is no chance for a conference,” he is reported 
i) have said. “That stuff has been condemned as bad 
and it must be destroyed. ‘That’s all there is to it. No 
matter how much ‘re-processing’ is attempted for that 
fruit the poison cannot be eliminated. It is ridiculous 
o take a proposition of that kind seriously.”

“Fish” Murray concurred with Dr. Biehn. He 
even went farther and said that he would arrest the 
proprietors of the wholesale houses if they failed to 
notify him when they have bulged canned goods on 
hand. 

DR BIEHN IS POSITIVE. 

Dr. Biehn was reported as saying that samples of 
the condemned canned goods had been examined in 
his office, and that it was as a result of that examina- 
tion that Inspector Murray condemned them. “As 
long as | have anything to do with the matter,” Dr. 
Biehn stated, “neither the MacVeagh company nor 
any other house will be permitted to re-process spoiled 
canned goods and then put them on the market. 

“There is absolutely no method whatever by which 
spoiled goods can be made fit for human food. The 
re-process treatment may rid them of bacteria. but 
the toxines will still be there. Nine-tenths of the 
cases of ptomaine poisoning are caused by the pres- 
ence of toxines in canned goods. 

“The samples of the condemned goods in the Mac- 
Veagh warehouse examined in the laboratory included 
canned peaches, sweet potatoes, peas, salmon, straw- 
herries, as well as other varieties of canned goods. 
When these canned goods become spoiled, bacteria and 
toxines are formed. In the re-processing, of which 
the grocers talk, the spoiled cans are punctured and 
then boiled, with the food inside. The boiling kills 
the bacteria, but the toxines are still left.” 


“ISH MURRAY IS FIRM. 


Chief Food Inspector Murray, who enjoys the de- 
ightful soubriquet of “Fish,” said: 

“As long as | am food inspector I will not permit 
condemned stuff to be passed and sold in any form. 
Other grocers besides the MacVeagh company have 
similar swollen cans in their stores, and it will all be 
reached in time. It is not fit to eat.”

Kingdom. Being informed of this we desired to can- 
cel our orders with the packers, but the latter would 
not cancel them, on the ground, I suppose, that it 
would be an acknowledgment that their meats were 
defective. They, however, stated that they would 
‘stand behind’ their goods. , 

“The disclosures mean the complete termination, 
and for a long while, of the canned meat export 
business. The proposed United States government 
certificate of inspection may add somewhat; but it 
strikes me as a rather dangerous thing for a govern- 
ment to do to virtually give a guarantee on goods a 
considerable percentage of which must necessarily land 
in poor condition.” 





Salmon Canneries are Clean 

Dispatches from Victoria, B. C., say that owing 
to the recent attempt to slander British Columbia 
salmon in the English market, Dr. Fagon, secretary 
of the provincial board of health, made a tour of the 
canneries of the Fraser river to study conditions dur- 
ing the packing season. His report relieves the slight- 
est doubt as to the cleanliness of operations, and says 
that of twenty-five canneries on the river every one is 
strictly complying with the regulations of the board of 
health. There is no offal or dead fish in the buildings, 
and the rule of cleanliness is rigidly enforced. 


American Canned Goods in England. 

British distributors of canned goods are moving to 
counteract the injurious effect on the trade in that 
country resulting from the “disclosures” concerning 
the unsanitary condition of some of the meat packing 
houses in this country. The New York Journal of 
Ccmmerce last week reprinted portions of a letter 
written by a prominent canned goods broker in Lon- 
don to his New York correspondents, in which it was 
stated that business in salmon in that market is prac- 
tically at a standstill, the whole trade being occupied 
principally in an endeavor to formulate a scheme to 
counteract the prejudice against all foeds in tins, which 
has been created through press reports based upon 
the alleged scandalous disclosures in Chicago. The 
writer of the letter expresses the belief that the preju- 
dice thus created is obviously ridiculous, because, even 
assuming that the methods of the Chicago canner were 
as indicated by the press, it is known that the goods 
sent from Chicago in tins are perfectly good. “In 
fact.” savs the author of the letter, “the people who 
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have been using them for the best part of two gener, 
tions will be, when they come to think the Matter oye 
quietly, astonished that they could have becom 
prejudiced against their own judgment by a gen 
mental novel and a sentimental press. On the oth, 
hand, the public, in happy ignorance that their baco, 
and hams, which were really the chief point of attag, 
in ‘The Jungle,’ come from the same factory as 4, 
canned meats, are consuming them to such an exten 
that they have run prices up 10s per ewt. . 

“With the object of ascertaining if anything oyg} 
to be done, or could be done, a meeting was held in 
London, and the seriousness of the situation 
clearly proved by the fact that the meeting was 
tended by gentlemen from all over the country, all 9; 
whom admitted that the situation was a serious one 
but unfortunately they cculd not get very near + 
forming a plan of campaign, and a small preliminar 
committee was formed with the object of sketching oy; 
a program which will be submitted to another mee. 
ing at a later date. If it is decided to take steys 
towards educating the public it will require mone 
We believe that one of the functions of the committe 
will be to get this money together. You will prob- 
ably be asked to contribute. We propose to keep yoy 
posted as well as we can, and should like to have from 
you your views on the situation which you would like 
to put forward. 

“We may tell you at once that a great many peopl 
here think that the best way of dealing with the situa 
tion is to do nothing, and that the matter will bloy 
over and trade resume its normal course. On the 
other hand, there are a good many who feel that it 
is not right to allow the whole trade to suffer for the 
real or imaginary iniquities of the Chicago packers, 
and there is a very strong feeling that the absence of 
any systematic or organized defense on the part of 
Chicago canners is strong presumptive evidence that 
they have not a good defense to put forward, and if 
this is the case we think it is an additional reason wh 
people interested in fish, fruit, etc., should take means 
to make the public discriminate between their products 
and those which come from Chicago, because if these 
scandals have really got hold of the sentiment of the 
people and the people are convinced that the Chicago 
manufacturer treats his workmen badly and is gener- 
ally an undesirable person it will be a long time hefore 
the incident is forgotten.”

Find Canned Meats Good. 


\ dispatch from Ottawa, Ontario, Canada, states 
that when Sidney Fisher, minister of agriculture, asked 
his department to investigate and report upon the san- 
itary conditions of the canned meat industry and 
slaughter houses of Canada, he arranged at the same 
time with the minister of inland revenue to have an- 
alysis made of canned goods offered for sale through- 
out the Dominion. 

The report of the department of agriculture is not 
vet completed, but the analysis of the chief analyst, 
MacFarlane, is finished. Maclarlane 
that 322 samples collected throughout Canada were 
analyzed. This included samples from the United 
States as well as Canadian packed meats. In only four 
samples out of the 322 were found any evidences of 
decomposition. The report is therefore 
highly satisfactory.

Additions to the main factory building of the Spring-

New and up-to-date machines manipulate the vege- 
tables, disposing of them quickly, insuring utmost 
cleanliness, preventing all contamination, making un- 
necessary even a touch of the hands of operators. 

The factory, says the Springville “Journal and Her- 
ald” in an extensive write-up of the plant, is kept in 
sanitary condition throughout—clean and 
Visitors cannot fail to notice the neatness and good 
order prevalent, and no one would have any reluct- 
ance in eating canned goods after seeing the processes 
that prepare them. 

\fter every run, and every night, there is a thor- 
ough cleaning, every machine being cleansed and the 
floors carefully swept and scrubbed. 

Water of the purest, from wells which have been 
drilled on the company’s lands, is used in abundance, 
where needed, but there is no sloppiness, and after it 
has served its purpose it runs away through sewers to 
the nearby creek. The criticisms that have been di- 
rected against canned meats are not applicable to these 
ge Tt rds. 

The capital stock of the Springville Canning Co. has 
been increased to $60,000. This is now one of the 
leading canning concerns in the country.

Tin in Bolivia. 

The British consul in the Oruro district of Bolivia 
reports that wonderful progress is being made there 
in the development of tin mining. The older enter- 
prises, it is declared, have been supplying themselves 
with improved machinery, while new and promising 
mines are being opened up, though the scarcity of 
capital as yet hinders their rapid development. The 
most productive tin lodes outcrop at considerable ele- 
vations above the neighboring water courses. 

The consul says that one of the great difficulties 
in mining on the Bolivia table-land is the want of 
cheap motive power. Permanent water power is not 
venerally available to any extent; coal is too expen- 
sive, and the native fuels are getting scarce. A solu- 
tion appears to have been found to some extent in 
the employment of anthracite gas engines.
